COURT DENIES ALL 
MOTIONS MADE BY 
CHICAGO PACKERS 


Refuses to Strike Out Two 
of the Three Counts of In- 
dictment and Sustains the 
Government on Every 
Material Point Urged by 
District Attorney. 





WIDE RANGE OF 


EVIDENCE ALLOWED 





Packers’ Attorney Pleads 
That Only by Greatest 
Economies Clients Have 
Been Able to Earn Less 
Than 10 Per Cent. 





CHICAGO, ‘Dec, 21,—The ten Chica- 
Zo packers on trial for criminal vio- 
lation of the Sherman law lost in the 
first skirmish of their long drawn-out 
trial today when’ United States Dis- 
trict Judge Carpenter overrulel the 


motion of the defense to strike out 


and 3 of the indictment. 

The Court also ruled adversely on 
the motion to have the jury instruct- 
ed to disregard the allegation of the 
Government counsel in the 
Statement regarding the absorption 
of the Schwarzchild & Sulzberger Cc. 
and the New York Butchers’ Dressed 
Meat Co, by the alleged packers com- 
bination. 

The Court gave the ruling at the 


opening session and the fact that ithe 
decision sustained the Government’s 
position in every materiai point was 
regarded as a severe blow to the de- 
fense. 

After the decision of the court was 
anounced recess was taken until 11 
o'clock to give the packers’ attorney 
opportunity to decide whether they 
shall make opening statements or al- 
low the Government to proceed with 
its first witness. 

Statement of Court. 

In denying the motion of the de- 
ferse. Judge Carpenter, said: 

“This indictment has been attacked 
by cemurrer and the demurrer over- 
ruleG. Obviously if this prosecution 
were based solely on counts 2 and 3 
which legally charge the offense and 
described in detail the method by 
which it was worked out by the de- 
f-ndants. a motion for a directed ver- 
dicted at this time could not prevail. 

“The existence of, and the use 
claimed to have been made of the Na- 
are merely 
evidentiary ‘circumstances possibly 
bearing on the creation or continu- 
ance of the alleged unlawful combina- 
tion, 

“Summed up, 
defendants’ counsel 
opening statement of the Govern- 
ment was too narrow, but too broad. 
Because the District Attorney outlined 
certain evidentiary facts, the Govy- 
ernment is not precluded from prov- 
ing others.” 

Order in Second Motion. 

On the second motion, Judge Carpen- 
ter said: 

“It is also urged that evidence of the 
purchase by the defendant, Tilden, of 
shares of the capital stock of Schwarzs- 
child & Sulzberger company and the 
New York Butchers’ Dressed Meat Co. 
should be excluded and that the jury be 
instructed to disregard that portion of 
the Government's opening address which 
has to do with that purchase.

COBRA ON SHIP | 
TERRORIZES CREW 


Sailor Dies From Bite of Snake, 
Escaped From 


Cage. 


BOSTON, Dec. 21.—In the long voyage 
from Calcutta to this port the crew. of 
the German steamship Esterturm have 
livec in hourly terror of death from a 
big cobra, whose bite is fatal. The 
deadly character of the reptiles venom 
was vividly proven on the fourth day 
out, when the men of the forecast.e an‘ 
the officers heard a scream of «gony. 
It came from a sailor who had becn 
moving along the deck in the darkness. 
He was bitten on the leg and a f2v 
hours later died in agony. The man had 
only the merest glimpse of the snake as 
it squirmed out of sight. 

The cobra is still alive and on board 
the ship. It is believed to be hiding 
somewhere among the jute bags in the 
steamship’s hold, driven to she.ter by 
the cold that has probably reduced it to 
a state of lethargy. 

But not a member of the crew can ve 
found to seek out and kill the snake. 

In closely boarded crates the Ester- 
turm took 124 snakes aboard at Calcuita 
on an assignment to a New York aniral 
dealer. The cobra had a box to hi:nse'lf. 
Such was the strength of the cobra that 
it was able to rip open the stout slats 
that kept it within the box. No discov-

Charles Henry ry Davis, After Re-

Fame in 4 Years. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Entering 
upon his career as an artist four years 
ago and at the age of 63, Rear Admi- 
ral Charles Henry Davis, U. S N., 
today has 32 paintings on exhibition in 
the Corcoran Art Gallery. he Admi- 
ral is now regarded as one of America’s 
masters of landscape in water colors, 
although he did no painting until he 
retired from the navy in 1907.

Richeson and Avis were constantly in 
each other’s company, and the girls of 
the town entertained the suspicion that 
a secret ceremony had been performed 
by which Avis believed herself to be 
the pastor's lawful wife. 

Had Wedding Rinz. 

Avis Linnell appeared one day with a 
wedding ring on h-.r finger, which she 
told her friends Richeson had given her 
as 2a birthday present. 

Everything pointed today to rapid re- 
covery of Richeson, who so mutilated 
himself in his cell at the Suffolk Coun- 
ty jail that- a drastic oneration was 
found necessary. The following state- 
ment was issued at the jail: 

‘‘Richeson passed a fairly comfortable 
night but was somewhat restless. He 
had some sleep. He is conscious today 
but has not spoken since the operation.”’ 

Possible blood poisoning is the only 
element that stands in the way of Rich- 
eson's recovery, and that, the surgeons 
Say, is extremely unlikely. 

Difference of opinion was expressed in 
legal and medical circles as to whether 
the accused minister’s condition will 
permit him to appear in court on Jan. 
15, the day set for his trial. Attorney 
William <A. Morse, one of Richegson’s 
counsel, says he believes his client will 
be in no fit physical condition to under- 
go the ordeal of his appearance in court 
sO soon.

WELL UNDER WAY 


Campaign Is Now Thorough- 
ly Systematized and Its 
Activities Are Spreading 
in Many Directions—Ma- 
jority of Committeemen 
Will Go to Washington 
Undecided. 


Bring the Democratic National 
Convention to St. Louis. 


The campaign of the Business Men’s 
League to get the Democratic Nation- 
9i Convention is now thoroughly system- 
atized and its activities are extending 
in many @irections. The Steering Com- 
mittee is busily engagefi in the work of 
influencing the national committeemen 
to favor St. Louis, while the Finance 
Committee has its. campaign to raise 
the convention fund well under way. 

The hotel problem has been settled 
tu the entire satisfaction of the league. 
A meeting of the leading hotel, men of 
the city was held at the Southern Ho- 
tel late Wednesday. T. P. Bates, in- 
dustrial commissioner of the league, at- 


tended the meeting in its behalf. The 
hotel men not only agreed that there 
would ‘be no increase in rates, but: prom- 
ised to adopt a resolution to that effect, 
and in addition each hotel man agreed 
individually to write a letter to Secre- 
tary Saunders stating over his own sig- 
nature that there would be no increase 
in rates. 

It was agreed that the price of a regu- 
lar $2 room, if occupied by two persons, 
should be $3; of a $3 room, $4.50; of 2 
$2.50 room, $; of a $4 room, $6, and of a 
$5 room, $7.50. These are the rates that 
now prevail at all hotels when rooms 
are occupied by two persons. The hotels 
can handle the convention crowd with- 
out putting more than two persons in 
a room. 

Attending the meeting of the hotel 
men were John PD. Tellman, superin- 
tendent of the Jefferson and Planters 
hotels; Manager Walker of the Plant- 
ers, Manager Lewis of the Southern, 
Glancy of the Marquette, Butler of the 
American, D'Arcy of the Buckingham, 
Iaughlin of the St. James, and Lippe 
ef the Washington. The St. Louis hotel 
men who are not members of the asso- 
ciation had a meeting and adopted a res- 
olution that there would be no increase 
in’the rates at any of their hotels. 

The representatives of the league will 
now be able to appear before the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee with a de- 
finite pledge as to hotel rates in St. 
louis. With the hotel question set- 
tled, the league is now turning its 
entire attention to rasing the conven- 
tion fund, and to using every legiti- 
mate method to influence the com- 
mitteemen to vote for St. Louis.

Those wno have been discussing the 
game say chet it was played in an 
East St. Louis hotel und that it end- 
ed Wednesday right. 

Those who are said to have taken 
part are Harry Shapiro, Johuny Lewis, 
Angelo Cicardi, Henry (Kid) Pecker 
anc a man known to the fraternity 
enly as Muhlpohl. 

One Man $40,000. 

Shapiro and Lewis are said to have 

been the lucky players. It is reported 


| that Lewis’ winnings were $40,000. Lew- 
is is the same gambler who was said 


to have “broken’’ a craps game by 
winning $22,000 in East St. Louis several 
months ago. ; 

As destribed by men who saw it, the 
big game is what is known as a “prop- 
osition” game. In addition to the ordi- 
nary chances of the game of craps there 
are added features which add to its 
speculative possibilities. 

In the ordinary game of craps, it was 
explained, if a player on his first throw 
turns two sixes or two aces he loses 
his bet. 

In this professional game the player, 
on taking up the dice, was permitted to 
‘bar’ either the sixes or the aces. If 
he “‘barred’’ the sixes and threw double 
six, the throw did not count against 
him, and he was permitted to roll the 
dice again. 

$1000 Rills Wagered. 

Several times while the game was in 
progress, it was narrated, a player 
would lay down a $1000 bill as a wager 
that he would make his point. One in- 
formant says that big rolls of these 
bills were frequently flashed and that 
at times $5000 in stakes lay on the table. 

It wags no piker’s game. Every man 
in it was a successful gambler with a 
large bank account. No one was per- 
mitted to play on credit, and as soon as 
the players’ rolls were depleted they 
sent to a bank for more money. 

Betting on the “hard way” and the 
“easy way’’ was a big feature of the 
game. 

For instance, there are three ways of 
throwing eight with two dice. One can 
throw a six and a two, a five and a 
three or two fours. Throwing two fours 
is called the hard way. 

Odds of 50 to 1. 

In this game, it is said, odds as high 
as 50-to 1 were sometimes offered that 
a player would not make his point the 
hard way. 

In a similar spirit of speculation a 
player would not only bet even money 
that another player would throw a seven 
but would offer odds that he would 
count the seven with a four and a three, 
instead of a five and a two or a six and 
an ace. 

Few bets of less than $100 were made 
and many rolls of the dice caused $1000 
or more to change hands.

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PERSIA FIGHTING 
WITH RUSSIANS 
BEFORE TEHERAN 


Reports That Unless Shuster Is 
Dismissed Today the Ad- 
vance Will Be Begun, 


TEHERAN, Dec. 21.—Serious fighting 
between the Persian constitutionalists 
and the Russian troops is reported to 
have occurred. : 

No details are given in the dispatch 
from Tabriz which conveys this report. 


LONWON, Dec. 21.—It is understood, 
according to a news agency dispatch 
from St. Petersburg, that unless Persia 
decides today to accept the terms of 
the Russian ultimatum demanding the 
digmissal of W, Morgan Shuster, the 
American acting as Treasurer-General, 
the commander of the Russian troops 
now concentrated at Kasbin has been 
orered to advance on Teheran. 

The troops, who number about 4000 of 
all arms, will, in the event of Persia’s 
continued refusal, begin their advance 
tomorrow. 


Cabinet Victory Foreshadows Shus- 
ter’s Dismissal. 
TEHERAN, Dec. 21.—The Cabinet has 
won an important victory over the Na- 
tional Council which foreshadows the 
acceptance of Russia’s demand for the 
dismissal of W. Morgan Shuster, the 
American Treasurer-General of Persia, 
unless public opinion proves too strong. 
The National Council accepted the 
proposal to. appoint a commission of five 
deputies, with plenary powers, to deal 
with the Russian ultimatum.

ABANDONMENT OF 
“NEW YORK'S NEV 
THEATER PROLED 


Smaller Playhouse Will Not Be 
Built and Site to Be Sold 
for Other Purpose. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 21—The New The- 


ater and the New Theater movement in 
America have been abandoned. The pro- 
posed structure for which buildings 
Were recently razed in West Forty- 
fourth street will not be occupied and 
the land will be sold for some other 
purpose. 

The 30 millionaires, headed by, Wil- 
liam K. Vanderbilt, who built and aban- 
doned the magnificent playhouse at Six- 
ty-second street and Central Park 
West, and then decided to construct a 
smaller playhouse when the first was 
found to be too large, are heartily sick 
of the whole undertaking. 

They put up $3,000,000 to give New York 
and America an endowed theater and 
to install a repertoire company. For 
their philanthropy they were berated by 
commercial managers, scoffed at in pub- 
lic speeches which were widely pub- 
lished, and, they have declared, been 
“treated as though they were thieves 
and pickpockets.”’ 

While the founders spent a fortune 
on-the site and structure, they made the 
mistake of not endowing the fheater, 
as they had said they would. They 
were, however, liberal in meeting ex- 
penses and. it was not until they found 
a deficit of close to $400,0U0 that they de- 
cided to close the playhouse and build 
one less. expensive and less costly of 
operation. 

Since this decision was reached the 
founders have sought for a director in 
vain. Augustus Thomas, Daniel Froh-

MILLIONAIRE BOY 


S RESCUED FROM 
SUN WORSHIPERS 


Should He Die Fortune Would 
Go to Mother, a Member 
of Mazdaznans. | 





FED ON GRAPES AND BEER 


Sun Worshipers in Hand _ to 
Hand Conflict With Police— 
Temple Wrecked. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—Records th 
Juvenile Court which had been myste- 
riously suppressed, have revedfed how 
George Lindsay, 12 vears old, and heir 
to a fortune in Philadelphia of more 
than $1,000,000, has been rescued from 


the “inner circle’’ of the Sun Worship- 
ers’ cult, known as the Mazdaznans.’ 

It was not until the detectives had en- 
gaged in a hand-to-hand conflict with 
the cult leaders that the boy was res- 
cued. He was taken from the Mazdaz- 
nans last Saturday and placed tempor- 
arily in the custody of his uncle here, 
Charles Lindsay. 

The child is sole heir to the fortune 
left by his father, the late W. H. Lind- 
say, a contractor of Philadelphia. The 
fortune is so tied up that if the child 
dies it all goes to his mother, who is a 
member of the Sun Worshipers’ cult. 
She is known in the 
Mazdaznans as ‘“‘Vahdah.”’ 

_ “Rev.”’ D, Ottoman Zar-Adusht Ha- 
nish is high priest of the cult. 

Young George was one of the most 
youthful members of the cult and was 
marked for special distinctions. Ac- 
cording to reports, he was the subject 
of a presentment or revelation, on the 
part of Hanish. This revelation is said 
to have been the basis for placing the 
boy on a diet of white grapes and beer 
exclusively. This so alarmed the child’s 
uncle that he would die that he. in- 
creased his efforts to find the boy. 

The rescue of the child from the Maz- 
daznan temple followed an all-night 
chase in taxicabs. The temple had been

Chairman Koenig Also States 
That Roosevelt Will Not Be 
Candidate in.1912 


BARNES IS RETICENT 





Declines to Confirm Report That 
He and President Have Settled 
Their Differences. 





NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—President Taft 
went back to Washington early today 
with assurances from Samuel Koenig, 
Republican county chairman, that he 
would have the support of the New 
York County delegation at the coming 
national convention. Chairman Koenig 
took the occasion of the President’s visit 
to state that Roosevelt was not a can- 
didate for 1912. 

The President returned without see- 
ing Roosevelt or receiving any commu- 


nication from him. A.visit paid by Dr. 
Lyman Abbott started a report that he 
was an ambassador from his associate 
in magazine work, but this Dr. Abbott 
promptly denied. 

While William Barnes Jr., the Re- 
publican state chairman would not 
confirm the report that he and Taft 
settled their differences yesterday 
and that Barnes promised the Prest- 
dent his support, the state chairman 
did say this: 

“I don’t believe it is my function to 
press or urge on the Republican elec- 
torate Republican candidates. I as- 
Sume that whoever is nominated wilt 
adhere to the principles that will be 
adopted.” 

Mr. Barnes added that. he would 
strive to have the Republican state 
convention which will elect delegates 
to the national convention adopt a 
declaration of principles that would 
be a clear and decisive expression of 
Republican doctrine, “which to my 
mind,” he said, “implies resistance to 
political erro, half-thought-out ideas, 
ill-considered and dangerous de- 
mands.

Will Make It Possible to ie 
Product Until It Is Needed 
by Spinner. 


TO AVERT QUIGK SALE 


Avalanche on Market When 
Crop Is Picked Causes Fin- 
ancial Stringency. 


Charles J. Haden of Atlanta, chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee of 
the Southern Cotton Congress, is in St. 
Louis conferring with bankers and 
financiers on a proposed uniform ware- 
house law which the cotton states will 
be asked to adopt at the next meeting 
of their legislatures. . 

Haden says the cotton situation in the 
South is now acute, by reason of the 
fact that many growers 
their product awaiting higher prices. 
Haden attributes the drop of 5 or 6 
cents a pound in the price of cotton to 
a novel freak of nature. The cdétton 
leaves, he says, dropped off earlier last 
year than ever before, thus revealing 
what appeared to be and what actually 
was an enormous crop of cotton. The 
absence of the cotton leaves gave the 
impression, to casual visitors that the 
crop was much larger than it really 
was, resulting in the decrease in. price. 
The growers are holding their product 
so long that it has created a serious 
financial situation, which is having a 
depressing effect on business every- 
where. 

The purpose of the warehouse system, 
which Haden and the Southerners are 
advocating, is to establish. as the high- 
est degree of safety and efficiency for 
the protection of the holders of ware- 
house receipts a series of warehouses to 
enable the growers to obtain advances 
of money on stofed cotton at a mini- 
mum interest rate. If the system is 
adopted, Haden says, the growers ex- 
pect to get money on their crops from 
all parts of the United States and 
Europe, 

Under 
Haden, 
warehouses until it is actually needed 
by the spinners. This will create com- 
petition among buyers, bringing the 
producer and spinner closer together, 
and avert an avalanche of cotton into 
the market at the close of the picking 
season. The throwing of the cotton crop 
into the market at one time always 
causes serious financial disturbances, 
Haden says.

SQUIRRELS ROBBED SO 
FORESTS MAY GROW 


Burned Timber Lands to Be Re- 
planted With Pine Seeds Taken 


From Animals’ Caches. 


SPOKANE, Wash., Dec. 21.—Seeds 
from 20,000 bushels of white pine cones, 
recently gathered on the Kaniksu Na- 
tional Forest Reserve, in Northern Ida- 
ho, will be pianted in the Coeur d’Alene, 
St. Joe, Lolo and Cabinet forests next 
spring in districts swept by fire in the 
summer of 1910. A seed extracting mill 
is being installed by the Government 
at the Falis Ranger Station and is ex- 
pected to turn out 14,000 pounds of seed 
at a cost of about $1 a pound. 

Henry H. Farquhar, chief of planting 
of the United States Forest Service, 
who is in Spokane, reports that the 
cones were collected entirely from squir- 
rel caches. Operations were spread 
over a territory 22 miles in lemgth and 
five miles in width, 100 men being located 
in four camps, each with two cooks and 
@ camp foreman. 

The men were paid by the day, with a 
bonus if they averaged a certain num- 
ber of sacks each day. Several col- 
lected more than 10 two-bushel sacks a 
day during the 30 days they were at 
work. 2

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NO SECRECY FOR ILLEGAL VOTES. 

Search for fraud in Missouri elections has for 
years been baffled at a vital stage by a court 
decision holding in effect the secrecy of the bal- 
lot more important than the purity of the ballot. 

On a point originating in the contest over the 
St. Louis vote for certain State officers in 1910 
the Supreme Court has squarely reversed the 
rule laid down in the old case. The commission- 
er who is taking testimony in the contest is ad- 
vised that the production of poll books and vot- 
ing lists, the opening of ballot boxes, the exam- 
ination and comparison of ballots; in fact, full 
latitude for a painstaking sifting of the fraud 
allegations, are permissible. 

No decision has been rendered under the ballot 
laws of this State that is more important for 
safeguarding the honesty of elections. In ef- 
fect it declares that election-fixers shall not es- 


cape punishment through inability to produce | 


evidence of their guilt that may be in existence 
in official and easily accessible depositories.. No 
state has gone farther than Missouri in devising 
enactments designed to throw safeguard about the 
secrecy of the ballot, but as Judge Graves says 
in the majority opinion in this case: 

The secrecy of the ballot had better be 
scattered to the four winds of heaven rather 
than have such secrecy shield corruption in 
elections. Better a thousand~times that the 
individual’s vote should be spread upon can- 
vas under calcium light than that fraud 
should be spread upon the lids of the ballot 
boxes and poll books, with no known legal 
method of exposing such fraud. 

Secrecy of the ballot is desirable, but it should 


not screen fraud.

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OUR CONVENTION WEATHER. 

Vindication of St. Louis weather is not needed 
by those acquainted with it and with its main- 
tenance of an enjoyable mean between seasonal 
extremes.

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| THAT “INDEFENSIBLE” SCHEDULE. 

The wool schedule of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law is “indefensible.” President Taft was right 
when he declared it “indefensible.” He was 
wrong when he vetoed the congressional bill re- 
vising it downward. 

Mr. Taft’s own Tariff Board, in its report, cor- 
roborates his original condemnation of the law 
and condemns ip: effect hig subsequent veto of 
the revision bill. # 

It is necessary only to reprint the President’s 
own comments on the report to show how “in- 
defensible’’ the present law {s and how “inde- 
fensible’ Mr. Taft’s veto of the revision measure 
is. Concerning the tariff on raw wool, Mr. Taft 
states that “the present method of assessing the 
duty on raw wool—that is, by a specific rate on 
the grease pound, i. e., unscoured—operates to 
exclude wools of high shrinkage in scouring, but 
of fine quality. * * *” and adds: . 

The duty on scoured wool of 33 cents per 
pound is prohibitory and operates to exclude 
the importation of clean, low-priced foreign 
wools of inferior grades, which are, neverthe- 
less, valuable material for manufacturing, 
and which cannot be imported ih the grease 
because of their heavy shrinkage. Such 
wools, if imported, might be used to displace 
the cheap substitutes now in use, 

He says further: 

The report shows that the duties on noils, 


wool wastes and shoddy, which are adjusted 
to the rate of 33 cents on scoured wool, are 


prohibitory, 

The duties on many classes of wool manu- 
factured are prohibitory and greatly in excess 
of the difference in cost of production here 
and abroad. 

How these excessive import duties create mo- 
nopolistic combinations and oppress the consumer 
is then admirably stated: 

Although these duties do not increase prices 
of domestic goods by anything like their full 
amount, it is none the less true that such 
prohibitive duties eliminate the possibility of 
foreign competition, even in time of scarcity; 
that they form a temptation to monopoly and 
conspiracies to control domestic prices; that 
they are much in excess of the difference in 
cost of production here and abroad, and that 
they should be reduced to a point which ac- 
cords with this principle. 

The Tariff Board merely reports the facts; it 
does not recommend specific rates. The revision 
of the rates is left wholly to the judgment of 
Congress, where it properly belongs. Congress 
should act promptly by sending to the President 
a bill which will eliminate every particle of graft 
from the schedule. 

In the light of the report, Mr. Taft’s reiterated 
excuses for delay are ‘‘as tedious as a twice-told 
tale.’ The only result of delay has been the 
postponing of relief for the overburdened people. 
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If the State Supreme Court had been deprived 
of the advice and counse] of an esteemed morning 
contemporary in deciding the election fraud case, 
what would have happened? We shudder to 
think. 
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COMPLICATING THE ISSUE. 

June 18, 1910, Congress created the United 

States Commerce Court, at the urgent recom- 
mendation of President Taft, to deal judicially 
}with interstate commerce, by passing upon the 
actions of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The Court’s most important decision has been 
that by which it granted the transcontinental car- 
riers an injunction against an order of the com- 
mission reducing rates to, and abolishing dis- 
crimination by freight carriers against, points 
between the Mississippi River and Pacific Coast 
states. This case is now before the United 
States Supreme Court. : 
- In its annual report the commission contends 
that unless railroad rates are subject to limita- 
tion by law, there is no law; thag the power of 
limitation is vested by Congress in the commis- 
sion, and is a legislative function which the 
courts have no right t~ review. 

There can be no question that Congress, when 
it created, the Interstate Commission, intende1 to 
empower it to remedy just such abuses as thé 
railroad practice of charging to Rocky Mountain 
points a rate equal to the rate through to the 
Pacific Coast, added tu the rate fromthe Pacific 
Coast back to the point of destination, perhaps 
a thousand or more miles east of the coast. 

Without the Commerce Court, the issue before 
the Supreme Court would have been whether the 
railroads were to be permitted to discriminate 
in their rates. Because of, the Commerce Court,/ 
the issue becomes a formal, technical question of 
jurisprudence. The commission and court are 
pitted against each other. 

Experience has not taught the people of the 
United States to hope for speedy or appreciable 
relief in cases where the law, and not te facts, 


are on trial.

SCOPE OF THE NINE-HOUR LAW. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

For the benefit of your readers, and especially 
those who .have made complaint concerning the 
enforcement of the woman’s nine-hour iaw as ap- 
plied to restaurants, I would like to announce 
that this measure does not apply to restaurants. 
Although the law has been published numerous 
times, it appears that the public is unfamiliar 
with its provisions. It reads: 

“Sec. 7815. Hours of labor of female employes— 
No female shall be employed in any manufac- 
turing or mechanical and mercantile establish- 
ment, laundry or workshop, in this Staté, more 
than nine hours during any one day, nor more 
than fifty-four hours during any one week.” 

If it can be held that a restaurant is a mer- 
cantile establishment, it will cover the situation, 
and a nine-hour case now pending in Jefferson 
City will détermine that point. If the court so 
holds, females employed in restaurants will re- 
ceive the protection afforded by the law, other- 
wise it will be necessary to broaden its scope in 
order to afford protection to those engaged in 
that class of employment. 

Regardless of that point, Missouri could con- 
sistently embody a number of occupations and 
not exceed the legislative enactments. of some 
thirty other ‘states who have legally restricted 
the hours of employment for women, most of 
them covering many more trades and occupations 
than the Missouri law, almost all including tele- 
graph and telephone companies, hotels and res- 
taurants. Most of these states have limited the 
working day to 10 hours. Montana, Utah and 
Missouri have a nine-hour day; Arizona, Colorado, 
California and Washington have limited them 
to eight; Wiseconsin has limited night service to 
eight hours, with 10 for day work; Ohio makes 
the law applicable to millinery and dressmaking 
establishments; Massachusetts has restricted the 
hours of employment to 64 per week and pro- 
hibits the employment of women for two weeks 
before and four weeks after childbirth; it has 
also created a commission to consider the facts 
and to report in January, 1912, as to the advisa- 
bility of creating a minimum wage board. 

Missouri need not fear to get in a class by 
herself by enacting remedial legislation along’ 
this line, as there is ample room for improvement, 
and in the great movement of conservation no 
more importapt results could be considered than 
the conserving of human energies.

the dinner pail is often at loss 


| tor a suitable reply. Too often she 
knows that unless ske thinks of some- 
thing there will be nothing to drink 
but the cheap intoxicants that are 80 
often purchased and which are detri- 
mental to the health of the drinker and 
which do not even quench thirst. 
If there is a way to heat the drink, 
coffee is, of course, the “old standby.”’ 
If you prepare the coffee be sure that 
it is not too strong, that the coffee is a 
good quality, that the milk added is 
perfectly sweet and that there is not 
too much sugar in it. Often whole 
meals are spoiled by the addition of too 
much sugar to the coffee or by milk 
which has become slightly sour before 
being added, says the Chicago Tribune. 

Cocoa is more nutritious than coffee, 
and ig a satisfactory substitute in every 
way. It may be carefully prepared, and, 
if heated, is a welcome addition to any 
meal. Danger of oversweetening cocoa, 
too, must be guarded against. 

Tea is unsatisfactory, because it must 
be prepared long ahead, and standing

ruins the flavor of it. It should be 
avoided. 

Home-made grape juice can be kept 
all winter, and if a smal) bottle of grape 
juice is added the dinner will be greatly 
enjoyed. Lemonade, too, is a good ad- 
dition to the meal, if there is any way 
of cooling it. 

Soups of various kinds, both the home- 
made and the prepared, are good 
“drinks” for the dinner pail, and are 
especially enjoyed in winter, for they 
add a “filled” feeling that sometimes 
is not obtained by sandwiches. Milk is 
always healthful, but great care must 
be taken in getting fresh milk and in 
keeping the dinner pall in a cool place, 
so that the milk will not “turn.”” Many 
men really like milk, but have never 
asked for it in their dinner pail because 
of a childish prejudice against drinking 
milk, but if it is given to them they will 
enjoy ft. 

But tn choosing drinks for the dinne 
pail, great care must be taken to avoid 
the monotony of one drink, for even the 
most enjoyable drink becomes tiresome 
if served day .fter day. Coffee, milk, 
soup, are all good, and if served alter- 
nately will. add to the pleasure of the

Against Owner Murphy, 
Asks Public Apology 





Cardinal Manager Calls Chicago Magnate a 
“Windbag” and Asks National Com- 
mission to Take Action. ~

Claiming that Owner Charles Webb 
Murphy of the Cubs is a “windbag and 
a detriment to baseball unless muz- 
sled,” Manager Bresnahan of the Car- 
dinals In a lengthy docyment has pre- 
ferred charges against the voluble boss 
of the Windy City Bruins. 

The charges are the result of a wordy 
war between Manager Bresnahan and 
Owner Murphy, staged in the Waldorf 
Hotel in New York last Friday, when 
Murphy called Bresnahan a “‘liar.” Ac- 
cording to dispatches. from Cincinnati 
Bresnahan has filed his case with the 
National Commission: Officials of -the 
local club admit that charges have 
been made against Murphy. 

The Bresnahan-Murphy feud was 
caused by the former’s refusal to waive 
on Vic Saier, Cub first sacker. Murphy 
had a deal on with Montreal whereby 
he was to get ‘“Chic’’ Gandil, a first 
baseman, in exchange for Saier and a 
wad of green backs. Bresnahan refused 
to let Saier get out of the National 
League and Murphy got peeved. In 
Bresnahan’s petition to the National 
Commission, he sets forth the facts in 
the case as. follows: : 


“T met Mr. Murphy in the corridor of | 


the Waldorf Hotel. He said: ‘Roger, 
why don’t you waive on Saier?” 
Pair Have Wordy War. 

“T told him Sailer was too good a man 
to let go back. Then he said: ‘That 
isn't the reason at all. I saw you talk- 
ing with Manager Joe Kelley of Toron- 
to and you are trying to get Saier for 
Kelley.’ 

‘I told him he was mistaken. Then he 
replied: ‘No I’m not. I got something 
on you and I'll run you out of the Na- 
tional League. Your are a liar when 
you-tel’me that you want Saier for the 
Cardinals.’ 

Roger then informs the commission 
that he wants Murphy to ptove these 
charges. He wants Murphy to produce 
what “he has on him” or else offer a 
public apology. If Murphy doesn’t ap »i- 
ogize, Bresnahan ‘intends to tell a few 
things he knows about the Cub boss. In- 
cidentally, it is understood that Bres- 
nahan will seek solace in the courts 

When seen at the Planters Hotei 
Thursday Bresnahan told a Post-Dis- 
patch representative that the facts as 
set forth above were correct. He also 
stated that he would push the charges 
against Murphy. “I'll make him apel- 
eogize or one of us will get out of the 
National League,” declared the Car- 
dinal commander.
